John drowned in the Pearl River. He is buried on the Poole Graveyard, now Pounds Cemetery south of 

Bogalusa, La. John was from Bullock County, Georgia. William Poole and his family migrated to Washington 
Parish, then St. Tammany, around 1810 with the other migrants from Georgia. They settled on a bluff 

overlooking the Pearl River. The spot still goes by their name, "Pool"s Bluff". 


John Poole died in the spring of 1848. The story of his death is a most interesting legend. During the spring 
freshlet of 1848, the Pearl River rushed out over its banks. John Poole was caught on the Mississippi side of the 
river and wanted to get home. The water was turbulent and passage by boat was impossible. John had been on 
the Mississippi side of the river falling logs for the annual log float to Logtown. He had with him a team of his 
trusted oxen. 


Thinking out his plight, he decided to drive the oxen to the water's edge and make them swim the river. This 
he did. As the oxen swam into the current, John caught one by the tail and proceeded to let the animal pull him 
across. As the journey was ending, a large limb came down the river and broke John's hold. Not knowing how 
to swim, he was pulled to the bottom. The onlookers were helpless. It was many days before the river receded 
and the hunt for John's body could begin. When the party making the search found the remains, they were so 
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badly decomposed that the burial had to take place on the spot. Over the years the earth that contained John 
Poole's remains has been claimed by the river. Today that site no longer exists.
